ly did, and having demanded of the fu /arl tie truth of that matter, He poſitively denicd the utter- 

ance of any the ſad werds, citier to His Majeſty or any body cifc; with ftrong Afleverations, That he 
knew of no perſons whatever ſo wickedly difpoſed as the words publithed by 7 hompſon, in Ins Lordſhips 
name, umported. 

However, inc ill deſigns trequently mect with ſucccls, and the Trade of fubverting mens Reputatt- 
ons 15 as really practiſed, as ſome perſons of great Ignorance, and c<praved manners, would have the 
ſubyerſion of the Government believed to be ; and fince we find Gur ſelves in Print, Publiſhed, and 
probably to have ridden poft through the whole Kingdom, purfucd with {6 reflective a Character, which 
will well cnough ſerve turn to gratihie the Revenge of ſome, and the Malice, Pride, Ignorance and 1lI- 
humour of others: We think hit hereby todeclare, That whucher the Lord Huntington hath, or any 0- 
ther perſon ſhall hereafter aftirm, That we who were tor paſſing the Bri of Excluſion of the DUKE of 
YO RK (andwith our ſelves, we may with Juſtice enough comprehend the univerſality of thoſe wor- 
thy Perſons of both Houſes who concurred withus in opumon) were for the ſubverſion of the Monarchy, 
or had any the lea{t thought or 1nagination rending to ſohorric a Stratagem, ſo contrary to common 
ſatcty, the Laws of this Kingdoin, and we hope to the Will of the Wife Diſpoſer of all things, That ſuch 
Ailertions, by whoſocvcr mad., abound as well with Impudence and Falſchood, as with Levity and 
Miſconcluſion ; and we would remind tuch Traducers of the good Statutes of this Realm , _ , 
which ferbid any man to be ſo Hardy as to publiſh Falſehoods, (one Statute calls them Falſe-Lies ) hat 
whereby Diſcord or occaſion of Diſcord or Slunder may arifc between the Xing and His Pec- 
ple, or the Great men of the Realm, the execution of which Laws we ſubnur to His Majeſties Will and 
Pleaſure, Relying on his Royal Word in his late Declaration : For certainly nothing can more juſtly pro- 
voke the Indignation of a Prince than High 7 reaſon ; nor diltcmper the nund of a Loyal Subjef, than to 
have his Innocence ſo venemoutly blaſted. And we turther declare, that we always were, and are ſtill 
readicr, and more hcartily diſpoſed to Draw our Swords, and cxpoſe our Lives tor the advancement of 
the Kings Honour, ſupport of his Crown and Government, and ſatety of his Perſon, than ſuch Impotent 
Defamators (how Great ſocycr ) cither arc, or perhaps know how to be: to whom we ſubjoyn their 
dark countenancers, whoſe ſpecial skill lies in pilftering away the credit of well-deſcrving Subjects, and 
privately infinuating ſuch reproaches, as either they darc not, or arc aſham'd to fix a name to. =»
